E aster, the most joyous of the 
Christian festivals, is named for 
a pagan goddess, according to the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica. 
Before Christianity 
reached 
the Angles and Saxons, they held 
a festival in honor of Eostre, or 
Ostara, the goddess of spring, 
every April. With the advent of 
Christianity, however, the festi­ 
val w as celebrated in honor of the 
resurrection of Christ. 
The date on which Easter must 
fall w as determined according to 
the traditional regulation o f the 
council of Nice, from the follow­ 
ing conditions: Easter must be 
celebrated on a Sunday; this Sun­ 
day m ust follow the 14th day of 
the paschal moon, so that if the 
14th of the paschal moon falls on 
a Sunday then Easter m ust be 
celebrated on the Sunday follow­ 
ing; the paschal moon is'th atof 
which the 14th day falls on or 
next follow’s the day of the ver­ 
nal equinox: the equinox is fixed 
invariably in the calendar on the 
21st of March. Therefore, Easter 
Sunday cannot happen earlier 
than the 22nd of March, or later 
than the 25th of April. 
Many of our Easter custom* 
have been passed down through 
the ages — the practice of eating 
eggs on Easter Sunday probably 


E N C Y C L O P A E D I A B R IT A N N IC A 
arose from the early days of the 
church when the eating of eggs 
was forbidden during Lent. and 
therefore greatly looked forward 
to at the end of that season. The 
ancient Egyptians and Persians 
also practiced the custom of col­ 
oring and eating eggs during 
their spring festival — the egg 
being the symbol of fertility and 
renewed life. The color red used 
in dying eggs has been variously 
interpreted as signifying the sun, 
fi*-e, the blood of Christ shed on 
Calvary and the joy of Easter. 
The use of purple is considered a 
sign of royalty, and therefore 
suitable to honor Christ, the 
King. 
The Easter Bunny also came to 
Christianity from antiquity, the 
hare being associated with the 
moon in the legends of ancient 
Egypt, and being symbolic of 
abundant life because they bear 
so many young during the course 
of a year. 
The idea of the new Easter out­ 
fit may revert to the old belief 
that it was considered unlucky 
not to wear some new article of 
clothing or personal decoration on 
Easter; or it may spring from 
the idea that Eastertido is the 
time of casting off the old and the 
beginning of the new.
